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MINUTES OF THE OCT. 20, 2007

The meeting was called to order at 2:15 PM by 
Vice President, Allen Nye, at the Standley Lake 
Library in Arvada, Colorado.

Director. 

The Minutes for the March 3, 2007 annual 
membership and board meeting were corrected 
so that Allen Nye was listed as incoming Vice 
President rather than Director. They were then 
approved unanimously as written.

The Treasurer’s Report revealed a net increase 
in asset value of $235.14 at $18, 909.55 for the 
year to date. Bill Arnold, President was added 
as secondary signer on all accounts. The report 
was then approved unanimously as written. 

A Special Membership Report was submitted to 
the board by the Secretary. It consisted of a zip 
code sort and was prepared by Bob Davis as 
assistant to the Secretary and was given to the 
board so they could identify members in their 
areas and help in conducting a membership 
drive. It was approved unanimously as written. 

Allen Nye, as presiding officer, thanked all 
those who were able to make it to the meeting 
and expressed concern that the President E- 
mailed his message that he would be unable to 
attend only the day before the meeting. The 
Board agreed that the President should 
telephone the Secretary if he can’t make a 
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meeting so the Secretary can notify-the rest of 
the board and particularly the Vice President as 
presiding officer. The prior board set a 
precedent of not using E-mail for official 
business and this board unanimously agreed to 
continue the exclusion. 

Old Business 

The ANA Nominating Committee Report 
consisted of the letter of acknowledgement from 
the ANA stating whom we agreed to nominate 
for candidates for office in the ANA. Howard 
Hinsey gave a Coin Show Progress Report 
wherein he said there was little progress as the 
Cheyerme show moved into September 
effectively excluding a CWNA show that month 
and that Dave Fox was starting another 
bimonthly show which further saturates the area 
with shows. The presiding officer directed the 
Secretary to send Bob Davis a thank you/get 
well card. 

The Secretary gave a Medal Sales Committee 
Report. Tom Hallenbeck agreed to trade his 
1996 CWNA pre-show silver medals for our 
Silver Jubilee silver medals, however since the 
jubilee medals are not marked as silver there 
will be a slight exchange adjustment. A motion 
was approved unanimously that the exchange be 
made for all but a couple specimens and Allen 
Nye appointed himself to the committee. Also, 
since metals prices are continuing upward, there 
is no hurry to sell the medals. 

A motion was made to discontinue the CWNA 
coin programs at the Denver Coin Expo due to a 
lack of interest. The presiding officer directed 
the Secretary to look for acknowledgement by 
the ANA of our $500.00 cgntribution to the 
2007 Summer Seminar and to identify the 
recipient. 

New Business 

A motion was approved unanimously that we 
renew the certificate of deposit with 
Countrywide Bank for another year -for the full 
amount, as we have plenty of money in the 
checking account to cover anticipated 
expenditures. 


Tim Ziebarth said the Northside Coin Club is 
going to use the ANA to do a mailing to solicit 
membership in the near future and he will report 
on its success. He also will research the 
feasibility of reinstating the CWNA scholarship 
program for the ANA summer seminar to 
regional club members. 

There was a lengthy discussion concerning the 
problem of communicating with our member 
clubs. It was generally agreed that some of their 
members tended to be insular, cliquey, and have 
a poor attitude towards the CWNA as an 
umbrella organization. The Secretary gave an 
example of having to work for six months to get 
one of our member clubs to process our new 
mailing address. Many of their officers are not 
members though we have given their clubs 
monetary support. It was generally agreed that 
holding an annual CWNA show would improve 
our status with the clubs. 

The presiding officer called for the annual 
membership and board meetings to be held at 12 
NOON Saturday Feb. 9, 2008 at the Village Inn 
Restaurant in Castle Rock, Co, subject to 
availability of the facility. The meeting date 
will stand unless overruled by the President. The 
Editor said he will be putting out the next 
Newsletter early December, 2007 and it will 
include a dues notice for 2008 

The meeting was adjourned at 3:19 PM.
